Based upon the stated intention of updating the Bemidji Township Land Use Ordinance and on the 
principle that it is a living document, I hereby submit the following suggestions for the Township 
Planning and Zoning Commission’s consideration. 


Article 8, R-1 Zone. Re-number to Article 9 and re-number subsequent articles. Add: “The following 
uses shall be permitted uses in the rural residential areas, R-1. 


1. Chicken husbandry 


Any nuisance complaints shall be dealt with per the nuisance ordinance and may have conditions 
placed on said use that are appropriate to the parcel to protect the health, safety, welfare, and property 
values of other Bemidji Township residents.” 


Reasoning: Chicken husbandry is an appropriate residential use. Chickens can be safely, quietly, and 
unobtrusively kept on much smaller lot sizes than 2.4 acres. They are increasingly popular for food, 
survival, and even as pets. They provide an invaluable education to the children of our township who 
should be exposed to such rural things. 


I hereby please request that the Bemidji Township Planning and Zoning Commission formally resolve 


to recommend to the Township Board of Supervisors that the Land Use Ordinance be amended with the 
above change.
